GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

It is true that the days of session 
of the General Assembly which 
convened in Chattanooga, Oct. 6- 
12, at the Memorial Auditorium is 
now history, but the effects of that 
Assembly remain with us. Business 
regulations as well as the spiritual 
influences still vitally influence us. 
Those things enacted upon which 
have to do with the government of 
the Church are now in the act of 
enforcement for the betterment of 
the Church, Whatever spiritual at- 
tainments were manifested are 
likewise an asset that will govern 
future blessing. Whatever delin- 
quencies or failures were found in 
our spiritual life reflect our weak- 
ness and enforce upon us the lash 
of conscience, driving us closer to 
God, emphasizing the need of pray- 


er, for divine guidance and help in 
the future. 


THRONGS 


As a result of changing the loca- 
tion of the General Assembly we 
naturally expected that it might 
have produced an unfavorable re- 
action, however, this was not the 
case; if a difference, the delegation 
was larger and better in every way 
than at previous assemblies. Dele- 
gates were there by the thousands 
from the east, west, north and 
south, iskands of the sea and some 
from foreign countries. The first 
night of the Assembly the main 
auditorium seating 5,500 persons 
was completely filled with an addi- 
tional 200 seated on the platform, 
perhaps 2,000 who could not gain 
admittance remained in corridors, 
memorial hall and hither and 
thither, and thus it continued 
throughout the entire Assembly 
even to the last night. The daily 
paper stated there were 7,000 seat- 
ed in the main auditorium and 
Community Hall and at least 2,000 
could not obtain seats. We had ex- 
pected the congregation to dwindle 
towards the end of the Assembly - 
but to our surprise there were 
about 3,500 occupying the main 
auditorium waiting for the ap- 
pointment of overseers. This num- 
ber was greatly augmented for the 
closing service Friday night.To say 
that it was a success is not stating 
the truth of the situation fair. It 
was an overwhelming success! 
First, in that there was a good 
spiritual atmosphere prevailing; 
second, that the people were there 
in increased numbers, and third, 


from the financial standpoint of 
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‘money to meet all necessary ex- 
-penses being made available thru 
' the finance committee and the 
management of entertainment, etc. 


FUTURE ASSEMBLIES 


We are not to know at this time 
whether next General Assembly 
will be held in Cleveland, Tenn., 
Chattanooga, Tenn., or some other 
city. This matter was discussed 
without reaching an agreement ex- 
cept that a committee was ap- 
pointed to decide where the next 
General Assembly will be held.This 
will be known in due time. Our peo- 
ple love the beautiful little city of 
Cleveland, Tenn. and would be 
glad to return there if ample ar- 
rangements can be made for seat- 
ing and housing such a large body 
of people. On the other hand Chat- 
tanooga is a larger and beautiful 
city with ample provision or about 
as much so as could be expected 
elsewhere, making it in some sense 
a favorable place for the next Gen- 
eral Assembly with an unquestion- 
able hospitality which also extends 
some inducement, but let it not be 
said that such is in any sense lack- 
ing in Cleveland. 


CO-OPERATION 


The local Entertainment Com- 
mittee was greatly responsible for 
the excellent entertainment ren- 
dered during the General Assem- 
bly, however, the honorable mayor 
and the entire police force as well 
as the Chamber of Commerce oi- 
fered any assistance possible in 
order to make the General Assem- 
bly of the Church of God not only 
feel welcome but to be comfortably 
at home during its entire session. 
Rev. E. M. Ellis and Rev. E. L. 
Simmons, pastors of Chattanooga 
churches, extended addresses of 
welcome. Next Mayor Bass wel- 
comed officials and delegates on 
the part of the entire citizenship 
of Chattanooga as well as officials 
of the law enforcement department 
pledging every possible service or 
courtesy. Mr. Richard Parks, sec- 
retary of Chamber of Commerce, 
also visited and welcomed the As- 
sembly on behalf of the Chamber of 
Commerce and business men of the 
city of Chattanooga which was fol- 
lowed by an address of welcome by 
Dr. Simpson, dean of the Chatta- 
nooga Ministerial Association. 
There seemed to be no dissenting 
voices on the benalf of any part of 
Chattanooga’s citizenship. Before 
the close of the business session of 
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the General Assembly’ the Hon. 
Richard Parks, secretary of Cham- 
ber of Commerce, again returned 
to extend a welcome and an invi- 
tation for the return of the General 
Assembly to Chattanooga for the 
year 1935, pledging every possible 
convenience and comfort. We were 
delighted with the co-operation 
and friendliness of Chattanooga; 
business houses, restaurants, de- 
partment stores, gas_ stations, 
street cars, displayed placards and 
invitations of welcome to Church 
of God delegates. 


CLEVELAND INVITES GENERAI, 
ASSEMBLY TO RETURN 


While the Assembly was in ses- 
sion we received the following 
telegram from officials of the city

Latimer, General Overseer, Audi- 
torium; Sincere greetings to the 
Church of God from Cleveland and 
a most cordial invitation to hold 
your next Annual Assembly here 
with our definite assurance that 
we will do everything possible to 
assist in making the meeting an 
unqualified success with all mu- 
nicipal benefits possible at your 
disposal, Chamber of Commerce, 
Mayor and Commissions.” 

This invitation was followed by 
a delegation appearing in person 
on the platform during the General 
Assembly consisting of C.W. Harle. 
president of Merchants Bank ané 
vice-president of Chamber of Com- 
merce; Frank Harle, cashier of 
Cleveland National Bank; Frank 
K. Harle, secretary and treasurer 
of Cleveland Milling Company; E. 
‘R. Stivers, secretary and treasurer 
of Stivers Lumber Company; P. B. 
Mayfield of the firm of Mayfield & 
Mayfield, attorneys; J. F. Ander- 
son, postmaster; Mr. McLain of the 
McLain Undertaking establish- 
ment and Mr. McDaris of the Mc- 
Daris Clothing Company, all of 
Cleveland who gave a hearty we!- 
come to the General Assembly to 
retvrrn to Cleveland for the year 
1935, pledging every possible 
means of co-operation. 


MISSIONS AND MISSIONARIES 


Reports given during the Gen- 
eral Assembly showed considerable 
increases in the mission fields. Ten 
new churches were organized in 
Jamaica, two new stations were 
opened in Haiti, and despite closed 
doors in Mexico our missionaries 
continue their work there with 
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many conversions reported. We al- 
so took over eleven stations in 
Central America having a total 
membership of six hundred and 
fifty some members. Funds for the 
year also showed seventy-four per 
cent increase which was very grati- 
fying. We purchased and improved 
a large and valuable property in 
Nassau, Bahama for convention 
work in the islands there, however, 
this property is not entirely paid 
for. The mission work in the Ba- 
hamas was strengthened and some 
church buildings were also erected 
and others repaired. 


FUTURE OUTLOOK 


The committee appointing state 
overseers made several changes, 
added some new overseers , also, 
and we believe for the present year 
we have reason to expect favor- 
able returns from those appointed. 
These are days of uncertainty with 
hanging clouds that try men’s 
souls, nevertheless we expect God’s 
blessings upon the future and be- 
lieve that trials and_ tests 
which workers have formerly en- 
countered will only act as stepping 
stones to a more determined pur- 
pose that they shall not be defeat- 
ed but shall accomplish the great- 
est possible good for the Church of 
God over which they have been 
made overseers and upon which it 
depends for its growth and suc- 
cess. 

A NECESSITY 

That the needs of the Church 
may be supplied for the future 
both at home and abroad and that 
workers may be equipped with 
spiritual enduement, we especially 
insist that this year be made one 
of continued intercessory prayer. 
Those who pray receive grace to 
thwart satanic opposition to help 
them during times of difficulty and 
to make them able to bear up un- 
der conditions for which they are 
entirely unprepared. 


PUBLISHING HOUSE 

This Assembly found our Pub- 
lishing House entirely inadequate 
to care for the work which we are 
now receiving and without pro- 
vision for the future except we 
purchase or build another plant in 
which to house machinery and 
equipment. It was therefore deem- 
ed advisable and accordingly au- 
thorized that a new _ publishing 
house be erected suitable to meet 
the needs of the publishing house 
as early as possible. This work will

The Twenty-ninth Annual As- 
sembly of the Church of God was 
indeed great. From the East and 
West, North and South they came, 
in cars, by rail, in busses, in 
trucks, etc. What a multitude!

The big auditor- 
ium seating fifty-five hundred was 
packed night after night. And what 
preaching, singing, praying, prais- 
ing!

The usual business of the As- 
sembly was conducted with ap- 
parently the least possible friction.

Looking to a better and 
more effective service for God and 
the cause of His Church on earth 
seemed to be uppermost in all 
minds; to this end some new 
recommendations were made, 
while some rulings of other years 
were ordered to be amended or re- 
pealed. 

The messages given from day to 
day were of a high order, being 
based on the Bible, which is the In- 
spired Word of God, from which 
there is no appeal on any subject. 
From the platform, in prayer, in 
song, and in praises, Jesus was 
held up as the Son of God, the only 
Savior of men; His blood the only 
remedy or propitiation for sin.The 
practical side of everyday religion 
was emphasized, as also various 
speakers urged the importance of 
holiness and holy living, that which 
designates God’s people as being 
different from the world. It is pur- 
ity of heart, thought, word aid 
deed that constitutes their holy, 
Christian character, through which 
the Spirit and likeness of Jesus is 
manifested. Certainly God has 
called His people to be a holy peo- 
ple.

America for the past seventeen 
years. They were so favorably im- 
pressed with our General Assem- 
bly and work in general that they 
were received into fellowship and 
received an appointment from the 
Mission Board to return to Guate- 
mala to represent the interest of 
the Church of God in that field. 
Two other native workers who 
have been highly successful also 
received appointments from the 
Board in connection with the work 
in Guatemala. 

C. E. Glenn now on Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Canada also received 
appointment from the Board to 
continue work there which has 
been very successful during the 
past year. 

OUR RESPONSIBILITY 


Has been greatly increased by 
additional missionaries being sent 
and for which we feel very proud, 
and we are asking and you are ex- 
pecting not only to stand by these 
but that God shall greatly bless 
and use them during the future 
for whose support in a financial 
way we have obligated ourselves. 
A faithful effort on the part of the 
pastors of the local churches and 
evangelists in their evangelistfc 


work will result in continued and 
substantial increases in funds for 
missionary activity.We should have 
a greater missionary zeal. We 
should not be content until our 
missionary work has grown to the 
extent that we have missionaries 
in every clime and country. Let us 
engage ourselves not only in pray- 
er for their success, but keep their 
secular needs upon our hearts and 
before our people that the income 
for missionary purposes may be 
greatly increased. No church can 
be happier nor nearer its climax of 
glory and usefulness than when it 
is making it possible for unsaved 
souls who have not heard the gos- 
pel to hear it by support of mis- 
sionaries sent out for that purpose. 
We are depending on you, how- 
ever, it would not be such a dis- 
appointment to us if you failed us 
as the disappointment will be io 
yourselves in the event you fail 
God for the work which He has 
planned for you to do. Therefore, 
organize yourselves as pastors and 
workers within your local church- 
es and communities for the pur- 
pose of further augmenting the 
missionary field by added mission- 
aries and financial income.

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Spiritual Indifference and 
its Dangers 


By P. W. HADSOCK 


“Woe to them that are at ease 
in Zion, and trust in the mountain 
of Samaria, which are named chief 
of the nations, to whom the house 
of Israel came,” Amos 6:1. 


Amos was a prophesying Jew in 
the northern kingdom, however 
his vision included the whole house 
of Jacob, the supplanter. In the 
above text Amos is warning those 
at ease in Zion ina day of un- 
righteousness, Zion, which means 
sunny, in the Old Testament is 
typical of the church in the New 
Testament, and considering the 
text in this light, we will do it no 
injustice to apply the warning 
therein to the church today, which 
is indeed a time of unrighteous- 
ness. 


Christian Life, One of Activity 

Activity is the result of life, and 
is conductive to life. “Blessed be 
the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which according tec 
his abundant mercy hath begoi- 
ten us again unto a LIVELY hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead,” 1 Peter 1:3. 


Salvation is a process of con- 
ductive life from the very start. In 
His conversation with Nicodemus 
Jesus made it plain in no uncer- 
tain terms when He said, ‘‘Marvel 
not that I said unto thee, Ye must 
be born again.” Where there is 2 
birth there is life, activity. In 
physical or natural births if the 
child is normal, there is growth, 
development and continual AC- 
TIVITY. Just so in the spiritual 
birth, one is completely and very 
definitely made a new creature in 
Christ Jesus, resurrected from a 
life dead in trespasses and_ sin 
(Eph. 2:1), to a life of spiritual ac- 
tivity in Christ Jesus (Rom. 6:11). 
The church is made up of this 
kind of material (1 Peter 2:5), “Ye 
also as LIVELY stones are built 
up a spiritual house, an holy priest- 
hood, to offer up spiritual  sacri- 
fices acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ.” 

God’s plan for the church is that 
every member be an ACTIVE 
member, and woe to them that are 
at eaSe in the church today. The 


world is a great field of activity, 
men and women alike are labor- 
ing from early till late in their ef- 
fort to keep the wheels of industry 
turning. The church must be ac- 
tive if she stems the tide of un- 
righteousness rampant every- 
where today. 


At Ease 


To be at ease in the church is 
to be spiritually inactive, spiritual- 
ly lazy and careless. One may be 
definitely blessed of the Lord, but 
it depends entirely on that  indi- 
vidual as to future and continued 
activity in Christian service. 


The first sign of one becoming 
at ease in the church (Zion) is a 
lack of earnest prayer, soul wrest- 
ling. It has been truthfully said 
prayer is the life of the Christian 
and one letting up in their prayer 
life will soon give way to the next 
step in becoming at ease, which is 
a lack of love for the Word. The 
Bible and good literature is soon 
replaced with the modern books 
and reading matter of today. Fol- 
lowing this one loses their love for 
the house of God; the meetings 
have lost the attraction for him, 
and should he go there is no life, 
no active part taken in the meet- 
ing. The love for the saints is be- 
ginning to wane and there is no 
urge to get the good news of the 
gospel of salvation to others, the 
vow to support the gospel with 
tithes and offerings is easily brok- 
en. Every trace of spirituality is 
about gone—at ease in the church. 


The Cause 


For one to become at ease in 
the church they must first mis- 
take the true nature of saivation. 
The Christian life is not one of 
only enjoyment and privilege, it is 
also a life of duty, labor, and ac- 
tivity. We are to be the servants 
of Christ, and in our service to Him 
we are to serve one another. 


Second, one becoming at ease in 
Zion, the church, forgets his re- 
sponsibility. It is a serious thing to 
come in contact with God. We 
must render account to Him of the 
use of our time, talents, and means. 
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The Danger and Results 


To become at ease in the church 
brings the direct displeasure of 
God. It dwarfs the soul and hinders 
spiritual development resulting in 
soul-barrenness and lack of power. 
It has a bad effect on others in the 
church, encourages a general state 
of lethargy in the church. It also 
has a bad influence on the world, 
hinders the conversion of sinners. 


The Remedy 


“Ye are the salt of the earth; 
but if the salt have lost his savour, 
wherewith shall it be salted; it is 
thenceforth good for nothing but 
to be cast out and to be trodden 
under foot of men. Ye are the light 
of the world, a city that is set on 
a hill cannot be hid. Neither do 
men light a candle and put it under 
a bushel but on a candlestick and 
it giveth light unto all that are in 
the house. LET YOUR LIGHT SO 
SHINE before men that they may 
see your good works and glorify 
your Father which is in heaven,” 
Matt. 5:13-16. 

In the light of these words from 
the lips of our dear Savior, there 
is not the slightest excuse for 
easiness and inactivity in the 
church today. Souls are going out 
into eternity without hope, the 
Macedonian call “Come over and 
help us” is coming from every 
quarter of the country. Many good 
and useful ministers and workers 
are crippled in their effort to carry 
the gospel, due to a lack of proper 
support. A certain per cent of the 
laity of the church is toiling early 
and late, one hundred per cent 
loyal in every particular, while the 
other per cent is AT EASE in Zion 
(the church). But the woe pro- 
nounced by Amos, which came 
true in Old Testament times, will 
surely and definitely come true in 
this the church age, and the calam- 
ity of a wrecked Christian career is 
most disastrous. God has placed a 
great premium on _ faithfulness, 
both in individual experience and 
service to others. He has also plac- 
ed definite judgments on unfaitb- 
fulness. The ultimate loss from un- 
faithfulness cannot be estimated 
but the crown of LIFE awaits 
those who are faithful unto death. 
Rev. 2:10. 


An Example 


Aside from Christ the Apostle 
Paul is an outstanding example in 
Christian activity, loyalty and 
faithfulness, following his marvel- 
ous conversion his was a life of 
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October 20, 1934 


continued activity. The enemy met 
him at every turn of the road in an 
effort to retard his activity as a 
ministry and worker for God and 
His church. But he cried out, ‘““Woe 
is me if I preach not the gospel,” 
and pushed on in the fight. He was 
loyal in all his activity as a minis- 
ter and member of the church tho’ 
he suffered much in doing so. Hear 
what he says, “Of the Jews five 
times received I forty stripes save 
one; thrice was I beaten with rods;

In journey- 
ings often, in perils of water, in 
perils of robbers, in perils by mine 
own countrymen, in perils in the 
sea, in perils among FALSE 
BRETHREN, in weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings of- 
ten, in cold and nakedness. Be- 
sides those things that are without,
